Independent claims 1 and 1 8 provide for a system and method that includes the above, 
but provides the assurance analysis information to a third party (the Applicant's claimed first 
party). Since no teachings or motivation can be found of providing the assurance analysis 
information to a third party upon request, claims 1-7 and 18 are therefore novel and non-obvious.
